Robert S. F ra z e r w ithdraws on the 
lirst Monday of 
Ja n u ary , 
“ perfectly 
happy.” as he p u ts it, “to give way 
to my younger colleague. J o h n Kep- 
hart .” 


With the re tire m e n t of F ra z e r and 
the death of Justice Alex Simpson, and 
the election of tw o “ baby m e m b e r s ” 
last November 5, the Su p rem e Court, 
long noted for its lengthy t e r m s and 
stability of members, faces the most 
extensive reorgan ization in its recent 
history. 


Kephart, who succeeds F ra z e r by 
virtue of his being the next ran king 
member in te rm of service, will occupy 
the ce nter of the bench and reign as 
Chief Justice until his terra expires 
in 1941. 
To his left wdll be seated 
Justice William 
I. Schaffer, a s the 
next ra n k in g mem ber of the Court to 
succeed 
K ephart 
when his term is 
ended. On the right of the Chief J u s ­ 
tice the third ra n k in g m em ber of the 
J Suprem e Court, 
Justice George 
W. 
Maxey, will be seated. 
Alternate positions in o rd er of the 
rank, ther eafter, will be occupied by 
Justices J a m e s B. Drew, William B.
